According to the Copernican Hypotheſis, nch 
is now generally receiv d, and Which has even De- 
monſtration -onits Side, the Sun is the Center of the 
Planetary and Cometary Syſtem; round which all 
the Planets and Comets, and our Earth among the 
reſt, revolve in different Diſtances from the Sun.

or Funds of it, vir. in the Sun, and the Centre of 
the Earth. . 

55 
the Philoſophers of all Ages eren one, who held 
the Sun to be cold. 
As to the Central Fire, tho our Obſervations do 
not go ſo far, yet this is manifeſt, that there is an 
_ ample Proportion of Fire under Ground; and even 
that Fire appears much more abundant there than 
on the Surface; ſo that at leaſt a Subterraneous Fire 
muſt be granted. | 

They who dig Mines, Wells, Sec. conſtantly ob- 
ſerve, that while they are yet but little A the 
Surface, they find it a little Cool; as they proceed 
lower it grows much Colder, as being then beyond 
the Reach of the Sun's Heat, inſomuch that Water 
will freeze almoſt inſtantaneouſly y; and hence the 
uſe of Ice Houſes, ec.

What pleads in favour of the former Opinion are 
Vulcanoes, or burning Mountains, which appear to

Dr. Boerhaave adds, that as to the the Opinion, | 
it is urg'd, that Source of Eire might have aroſe 
there in Time , on the Principle of Gravity. For 
though Fire be by Nature equally diſſeminated One 
where, yet as we ſhewvit to be a Body, and inveſted 
with the other Properties of Body, it muſt have 
Weight, and in Conſequence thereof muſt have a 
Tendency towards the Center. Hence it muſt be ac- 
camulated deep under Ground; and the more ſo, the 
nearer the Centre, which may be eſteem d the com- 
mon Seat and Receptacle it all tends to. 
This may receive ſome Confirmation from a 
that the Central Space is allow'd to be poſſeſs d by 
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the heavieſt and moſt ſolid Bodies, but we know of 


nothing to enter the Pores of theſe Bodies, and make 
them more ſolid than others except Fire.
